Trav elers often m en­ 
tion the power of sav ag es to rapidly 
sketch characteristic fig ures, and am ong 
the oldest relics of the cav e dwellers we 
find distinct tracing s of anim al forms. 
As in so m any other respects an analog y 
is present between the draw ing s of prim ­ 
itiv e m en and of 
children. 
Fig ure 
sketching (in outline) and ornam entation 
are the prom inent characteristics of both, 
while the power of kuidscajie painting , :is 
well as a sense* for natural L*autv , is a 
m uch later acquisition. 
A m ong 
the 
forms draw n plants are seldom found; 
what is full of motion and life— the 
horse, etc.—first attracts attention, and 
is transferred to hone, clay or stone. 
A t tim es ornam ental and fig ure work 
g o tog ether, hut m uch oftcner a dev elop­ 
m ent of the one or other alone is jjossible. 
The Maoris and Fiji islanders oonfint 
themselv es to ornam ents, and seldom 
draw a fig ure. 
Am ong the Australians 
the dev elopment of ornam entation hat 
st op j k d at a certain stag e—w ith recur­ 
rent stereotyped form§ of wedg es, crosse. 
and “ herring hone” patterns — whilt 
scenes from their doing s are recorded 
w ith mu h fidelity, and color is often 
used to lend reality to the desig n. 
The 
Bushmen excel in painting (thoug h w ith­ 
out persj« div e), and trace with g reat ac 
curacy the sei nes of daily life, of hunt 
ing , warring , Go. 
As fig ure painting 
allows of v ery v arious dev elopment, we 
find different styles of conv entionalism— 
the art of ancu at 1*- ru is a notable ex­ 
ample 
in different 
tribes. Other peoples 
- and here the Arctic tribes stand in the 
first rank 
aim at a faithful representa­ 
tion here: ornamentation 
finds no 
place, 
and 
kui'Ii subjects as fishing , sleig hing , 
etc., are t!u usual ones. 
The attempts 
at hum an forms are often failures; but 
the draw ing « of their most common ani­ 
mals, as the reindeer, are sufficiently ex­ 
act to serv e as a m eans of zoolog ical iden­ 
tification. 
Ev en the hum orous is found on the 
prim itiv e “ canv as,” and t*sjieciaUy among 
the fun lov ing neg ro tribes. 
Exag g era­ 
tion of small peculiarities (as ¡11 children) 
is the m arked trait. The nativ es of Ixxang o 
coast carv e in a spiral on elephant's tusks 
a whole carniv al of ridiculous fig ures 
sailors, officers, sav ants, etc. 
The material of the artist is v ery 
v arious. Many cut and daub their uten 
i-ils; the Peruv ians decorate their wov en 
fabrics; the Australians draw 
011 blacken­ 
ed bark; the Africans carv e in iv ory. 
The univ ersal im itativ e l» eiit, of which 
the di sks and walls of a schoolroom often 
show’ striking ev idence, apjiears in m any 
curious sav ag e “ art g alleries.” 
On the 
island of Depuch, otT the northw est coast 
of A ustralia, are found scratched on the 
smooth r« K k a crowd of men, birds, fish, 
crabs, bug s, etc., and colored black» white, 
red, yellow and 
(seldom) blue. 
This 
seems to hav e been a pastime of these 
fishermen for g enerations. 
W hile tlie draw ing talent is thus quite 
a g eneral one, the possibility of a larg e I 
dev elopment of it is limited. 
It usually 
stag nates in conv entionalism, and seldom 
reaches tin* stag e, as it does in the Eskimo, 
of being utilized as a pictog raphic lan­ 
g uag e
